France Ignores

PARIS, France—(/P)—France refused 


Thursday to withdraw her sturdy co- 
lo;nial troops from 
Dircdawa, key 


point on the Italian-occupied France- 
Ethiopian railroad. 


Official sources said that 150 co- 


lonials would continue to guard Dire- 
dawn shops on the French owned rail- 
road, despite a request from Italy 
that they be withdrawn. 


Such a withdrawal, these sources be- 


lieved, would be a tantamount to re- 
cognition of Italian regime in Ethio- 
pia. 


Peace Gesture 


PARIS, France— (/P)— Premier Mus- 


solini was reported by Fcrnand Dc- 
brinon, editorial writer of the news- 
paper L'Information. to have instruct- 
ed his ambassador to London to tell 
Great Britain that Italy is ready to 
take the first step to case Anglo-Ital- 
ian tension by the recall of troops from 
Libya. 


Authoritative British quarters de- 


nied in London that Dino Grandi, Ital- 
ian ambassador, had approached the 
government with such a proposal. 


Mussolini last fall ordered with- 


drawal of some of the troops, ex- 
pecting Britain to follow up by recall- 
ing some big warships from the Med- 
iterranean.

"After 10 years of trunk road con- 


struction for the cities and their tour- 
ist trade it is time that the State of 
Arkansas set up a modern system for 
the building of rural school bus roads, 
on or near which actually live 72 per- 
cent of the state's people," Alex. H. 
Washburn, publisher of The Star, told 
Hope Kiwanis club at Hotel Barlow 
Thursday noon. 


Mr. Washburn, introduced by Arthur 


Swanke on a program arranged by 
Wayne H. England, 
reviewed the 


pledge of the Martineau highway act 
to build trunk roads first to create

roadd also—and said: "This 'eventual 
day' is now here." 


The Star's Position 


"The Star," he continued, "has been 


a rentless critic of the Arkansas Coun- 
ty Judges association because of its 
lobbying for highway 'turnback' funds 
at the expense of the state highway 
system. But 
our 
criticism is) not 


against the individual county judges— 
the criticism is against the system un- 
der which the judges are forced to 
operate. 


"We have presumed all thes years 


that we could build school bus roads 
undr a system which gives a county 
judge, serving only, a'.short two-year, 
term, sole authority over the spend- 
ing of roa'd money. We know today 
that this system is wrong. You can 
not build permanent 
roads 
under 


short-term elective officials. You can 
not ever build permanent roads unless 
your administrative staff and its en- 
gineers are protected from the political 
raids of the people themselves. 


"Arkansas did not get a state high- 


way system until the road-building 
administration was removed one step 
from direct contact with the people. 


"And the rural people of Arkansas 


will never get all-weather roads until 
some system of devised to take per- 
manent local road construction, out of 
the hands of the county judges. I 
imagine the udges would only be too 
glad to be relieved of an impossible 
and thankless task. 


"Perhaps the solution for this prob- 


lem is to form a subsidiary of the 
State Highway Department, construct- 
ing farm-to-market roads through the 
various district highway offices, re- 
taining the county pudges as road ad- 
visors rather than road builders. 


"It will be argued that this would 


build up a still more formidable state 
machine. I object to that argument. 
The people of a republic have only 
two courses open to them on per- 
manent construction—cither a cen- 
tralized system employing engineers 
and other experts, who actually get 
the job done; or a loose-jointed local 
organization which eternally spends 
money without visible accmplishment. 
Road-building, we have learned to 
our sorrow, is a highly specialized job. 
We admit that, in 
considering the 


state highway system—but we have 
never admitted it as regards rural 
school bus roads; and so we have fine 
trunk roads, serving the 28 per cent 
city population, while Ihe 72 rural

For ordinary work, the average wo- 


man requires from 1500 to 2000 calo- 
ries a day. In addition, she must sup- 
ply 600 calories to the baby. 


She should therefore, estimate the 


amount of calories she takes in and 
be sure to get a minimum of 2500 calo- 
ries daily. On that type of diet, she 
should be able to nurse her baby sat- 
isfactorily/ yet not gain weight un- 
necessarUy. 


One of the most important things 


for a mother to remember is the well- 
established fact that the best flow of 
milk results1'from regular nursing of 
the baby, and that milk flow will be 
regular and undisturbed if she re- 
mains calm and quiet. 


The diet of the nursing mother 


should contain milk, butter, eggs, two 
green vegetables, and fresh fruit, in- 
cluding particularly tomatoes and or- 
anges, which provide vitamin C. 
' 


Butter helps to provide vitamins A 


and D; so at least one ounce of good 
butter should be taken daily. 


To provide a full supply of vitamins 


A and D, she may also take cod liver 
oil, or halibut 'liver oil, as her physi- 
cian directs. 


The milk' which she takes daily need 


not be in Oletforni of liquid, if she 
does not like to drink milk, but may 
be used as cocoa, ice cream, or cust- 
ard. A pound of ' evaporated 
milk 


equals a quart of bottled milk. 


In general, a mother may eat the 


food that she usually eats, including 
meat, potatoes, bread, cereals, or any 
other foods that she knows, will not 
upset her digestion. 


Mothers sometimes worry about tak- 
ng medicine, for fear that it will ap- 
pear in the breast milk. Few drugs 
:aken by mouth appear in the milk in 
amounts sufficient to affect the baby. 


She will always do well, however, 


to ask her doctor before taking drugs 
of any kind.

IJE we find the spirit of '36 ciiferent,

where else but at home, we must not 
blame the youngsters u:o much. It 
isn't all their fault. What has hap- 
pened is that we have over-accented 
tjj£ individual at the cost of service. 
And outside interests, legion in nurn- 
t*F, make for stronger alliancc-i with 
str«»ger$ than with kin. 


On the fact of it, everything looks 


much the same. There are mother, 
daddy and the children all in one 
house being fairly decent to each 
qlher. 


Underneath, however, it would be 


interesting ot analyze a few things. 
Since the child of today is strongly 
Kimself, can it be that his regard for 
home is one part "extended personal- 
ity" and one part convenience, with a 
dash of the more noble sentiments, 
as, for instance, concern about the real 
welfare of the others? 


I have a suspicion that the formula 


is nearer right than wrong because, 
as I see it, children are more irritable 
than they used to be, say in Timo- 
thy's time, when their personal com- 
fort had to give way more or less to 
the rest, and ideas of self were not so 
developed or emphasized. 


Real Sacrifice Bare 


Service and love are not altogether 


dead; it would be an error to say that 
they do not exist. Evidences of broth- 
ers and sisters sacrificing themselves 
for the good of one another are not 
uncommon. But such cases are usual- 
ly commented upon, because they are 
more exceptional than usual. 


Extremes, however, are not the sub- 


ject of my ode. Sacrifice is noble but 
we can't ask or except it beyond a 
certain point. It is "service" born of 
courtesy, consideration and respect 
that needs more nourishment than it's 
getting. If things go on and every 
child is too individualistic to see be- 
yond the end of his nose, what is the 
good of family life at all except for 
bread and butter?

head. He says he has copyrighted the 
hood,, which.is made of black rubber. 
That was the kind of cobra he sup- 
plied for "Lives of a Bengal Lancer." 
It earned $150 a day. 


Particular Serpent 


Once a studio was planning to film 


an Adam-and-Eve sequence for a pic- 
ture, and the director ordered All- 
man to train a serpent to climb out of 
a tree and' take a bite from an apple 
that Eve was holding.

Allman 
admits that no movie chiller ever con- 
tained such horrendous melodrama as 
that case. 


His snako didn't kill Mrs. James. 


Probably didn't even bite her. All- 
man himself has been bitten 10 times 
by rattlesnakes and now believes he 
is immunized against the venom. 


Iltchy Business 


For "All Quiet on the Western 


Front," he provided 20 grayback lice— 
at ?1 each. Bought 'em in a Los An- 
geles flophouse.

"The state built two bridges to serve

$519,199.49. Amortized at 10 per cent, 
that means the Calion bridge lias to 
earn approximately §52,000 a year to 
'come out.' I have in front of me an 
official transcript of the State High- 
way Department's report on all bridge 
operations last year. The Calion bridge 
earned, after operating expenses, the 
sum of $16,608.20—against $52,000 de- 
mand! The rural people of Arkansas 
are waiting vainly for good roads 
while the state takes a shellacking on 
Ihe Calion bridge—and yet El Dorado 
wants .the state to forgive its tolls, in- 
creasing the loss!

quarter dollars in two losing bridge 
ventures for El Dorado—and yet there 
are people who say we ought to make 
these bridges free! 


"Our own Fulton bridge is another 


story. 
Fulton 
cost 
$927,359.01 — an 


amortization charge of about $93.000 u 
year. Fulton last year earned $111.- 
807.83. 


"Fulton's doing all rgiht. But it's 


the tourists—not the people of the 
Hope and Texarkana area—that are 
paying the freight for the bondholders. 
wChamber of Commerce so-ealletl 


experts tell you that toll bridges are a 
hindrance to tourist traffic. This is 
absurd. I have driven 
East 
three 


times in llur last three years, and Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee are full of fine 
toll bridges on which, as I recollect, 
there is no toll as cheap as 50 cents— 
which is our highest in Arkansas.

nel, or uo-osg the George Washington 
bridge. 


"The toll bridge issue is no issue at 


ill—it is merely n smoke screen to 
delay the payday that the rural pop- 
ulation of Arkansas was promised 
and now is due, from the State High- 
way Department.

Signs Increasing That 


President Will Face 


Greater Debate

That happened to Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, and to Woodrow Wil- 
son. 


A tendency toward congressional in- 


itiative is apparent in the Byrd survey 
of the possibilities of governmental re- 
organization; one outcome might be a 
wholesale scaling down of the alpha- 
betical agencies. On the heels of this 
move comes a house proposal to make 
all of the spending agencies answer- 
able to congress, in detail, after the 
middle of 1937.

Under-the-surface discussion of that 


subject hafe developed a wide range of 
opinion without pointing the way to a 
solution. It seems certain that many 
conflicting viewpoints will be present- 
ed to the platform-builders. 


No one proteases to know just what 


course will be favored, by Mr. Roose- 
velt, in whose" hands control of the 
cohvcntio nls expected to rest. 


In one respect, at least, the supreme 


court's invalidation of the Guffoy coal 
control act strikes deeper into New 
Deal philosophy than did the NRA de- 
cision. 


The court now has held that neither 


the interstate commerce clause of the 
constitution nor the taxing power may 
>c used to do what the administration 
wants to do about wages and hours.

Few politicians believe a constitu- 


tional amendment will be embodied in 
the platform, but few are able to see 
how the convention can remain en- 
tirely silent on the subject. 


NRA, AAA and in the other enact- 


ments rejected by the court have been 
very promincnl parts of the adminis- 
tration program. It would be contrary 
to all precedent to ignore them in the 
platform; and if they are mentioned at 
all, it would be the natural thing to 
say something in defense of them. 
That would recull at once what the 
supreme court said in condemnation 
of them. 


The whole question is wrapped in 


complications. Its decision may in- 
volve the one major clement of sus- 
pense in a convention whose nominees 
and most of whose platform seem well 
determined beforehand.

west and south. In consequence, 


ic Republicans were expected to rc- 
ard the east as safe, and go west, 
"ow it appears that both east and 
•cst, and perhaps parts of the south, 
'ill be in the zone of active struggle. 
Similarly, 
many politicians have 


orecast a straight-out conservative- 
beral contest, with the Republicans 
ceping well x>ver the political right, 
nd the Democrats swinging definitc- 
y to the left. Now some of the more 
xperienced doubt seriously whether 
any such thing will develop. 


Democrats Invade East 


C'ue of the. chief, geographical sur- 
riscs has been the increasing vol- 
me of Democratic claims in the vast- 


ly important eastern states of New 
York and Pennsylvania. 
• 


Outwardly, these claims cite the 


large aggregate majority rolled up last 
fall by Democratic candidates for the 
New York assembly, and the marked 
increase of Democratic registration in 
parts of Pennsylvania which formerly 
were soldily Republican. 


Under the surface, the Democratic 


talk is biisod also on the fact that 
carefully-organized Democratic shock 
troops already arc actively mobilizing 
as far cast as Massachusetts. The Re- 
publicans dispute that any of this ter- 
ritory is doubtful, but it certainly 
would not be safe to regard even New 
England as entirely outside the 1936 
battle zone. 


That the Republicans will not do so, 


but will campaign actively down to 
the North Atlantic coast is, conse- 
quently, assured. Nor is it unlikely 
that the Republican managers will de- 
vote some of their attention to (he 
stales usually numbered in the Demo- 
cratic solid south.

Broad Issues 


With respect to issues, too, (lie ton- 


! doncy on both sides is toward taking 


in a great deal of territory. 


Talk of narrowing ihc campaign to 


a constitutional issue has virtually dis- 
appeared. The Liberty League has 
played that tune to every possible var- 
iation, and many Republicans arc un- 
willing to put Ihc party in the attitude 
of echoing the league. Besides, Ihc 
widely-forecast Democratic advocacy 
of a constitutional amendment now 
fhows no prospect of materializing. 


Relief, taxes, power, inflation, bud- 


get, management, farm policy, labor 
Icgislalion—the long procession of sub- 
jects with which the Roosevelt admin- 
istration has dealt marches into the 
campaign in solid ranks, and it is a 
wise politician who can tell which 
may swing the greater number of 
votes in the end. 


Basically, the Democrat! may tend 


to liberalism, but will they go so far 
as to risk the solid opposition of busi- 
ness, against whiqh no President ever 
has" been elected? Fundamentally, the 
Republicans may incline to conserva- 
tism, but will they bo so unbending 
as to chance the loss of the thousands 
of liberal votes cast for Senator Borah 


in the primaries? 


These are questions the party man- 


agers are certain to examine carefully 
before they leap.
